In July 1955, he 
represented the Soviet leadership in Cairo In setting up the 
arms deal with Premier Baer . 

Be was elected a Communist Party secretary under Khrushchev 
in July 1955 and in February 1956 was also made a candidate 
member of the party presidium, a very high post for this 
young man.
